However he hopes for 
the best. Archbishop Langevin of St. 
Boniface will pass through Calgary 
shortly after Easter on the way to 
British Tolumbia to visit the aged Bishop 
Durieu, of that province on important bus- 
iness. father Lacombe will accompany 
him from Calgary.

ALBERTA POLITICS 


Are in a very unsettled condition as 
yet, although the election: is so close 
at hand ; owing to the still remaining 
possibility cf a division of the district. 
The proposed division at the north line 
of township 34 would not be altogether 
unfair, elthough a division more in 
accordance with natural conditions 
would be the north line of township 29. 
The line of 34 throws the agricultural 
settlements of Bowden, Olds and Dids- 
bury into the ranchirg region of South- 
ern Alberta, while the line of 29 would 
Icave them in the northern district, 
whose natural conditions and therefore 
requirements are the same as theirs. 
The division was promised in the 
speech from the throne, as a measure of 
justice to Alberta, and the bill has 
been introduced as a step towards mak- 
ing good that promise. Unforunately 
there is a danger that owing to the pro- 
babili‘y of the remedial bill remaining 
unfinished, the government will not 
dare, even if it wished, to push other 
business through to completion, for fear 
of being charged with not having ex- 
hausted every resource in favor of re- 
mediai legislation. The additional 
member for Alberta involves a re-ar- 
rangement of the limits of East and 
West Assiniboia. Thi: re-arrangement 
would nearly double the present popu- 
lation of Western Assiniboia by adding 
to it a body of voters whe in all pro- 
bability would, on account of the recent 
vote of the member for West -Assini- 
boia in favor of the remedial bill, vote 
against him at the coming election. 
This being the case, and the govern- 
ment being by reason of that vote 
specially bound to protect his interests 


ee 
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-in the coming election, itis not likely 


that the changes proposed in the bill 
will be given effect. To exchange the 
C. P. R. vote of Medicine Hat for the 
vote of the patron lodges of Qu’ Appelle, 
Indian Head and Wolseley, would be 
a case of handing a petted lamb over to 
the wolves. The provision for an 
additional judicial as well as electoral 
district in Alberta—something that has 
been specifically refused hitherto as a 
matter of policy—in the same bill 
makes it look like a bogus bid for elec- 
tion support rather than a proposition 
to which it was intended to give effect. 

Whether there are two constituencies 
or one, there appears to be no lack of 
candidates. The conservative party in 
particular seems to be suffering from an 
embarrassment of riches in that par- 
ticular, At present if may be said that 
three are definitely in the field, Messrs. 
Cochrane and Stone, of Calgary, and 
Davis, of Macleod. Mr. Cochrane 
claims the field on the grounds of 
nomination by a convention held last 
year. Stone, who is personally very 
popular, says that convention is a “last 
year’s bird’s nest” and wants anew con- 
vention, to whose decision he will 
submit. Davis is the sitting member 
and has not been settled with for past 
support as promised last vear, therefore 
he claims prior right, and it is said, will 
be supported in that view by a big 
southern vote. Under the circum- 
stances it would appear that a conven- 
tion is the only way out of the diffi- 
culty—if that would be a way out, 
which Mr. Cochrane declares it would 
not. If a conventio. is held there 
would be a possibility of a dark horse— 
such as ex-Lieutenant-Governor Schultz 
—capturing the prize. So far the only 
move made by the liberals has been by 
the Calgary association which has re- 
organized for active work and un- 
animously endorsed the candidate nom- 
inated at last years convention. If the 
local associations throughout the con- 
stituency see fit to take like action a 
new convention would scarcely te 
necessary. Whatever is to be done 
should be done now. It cannot be 
much more than two months to election

SETTLING THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


In the house of commons on March 25th, 
Mr. Oumiet mede the statement, ‘‘ that it 
was the intention to pass the remedial bill, 
so that if a compromise was made at Winni- 
peg and the concessions afterwards with- 
drawn tne minority could fall back on the 
federal law.” The Mail-Empire’s Ottawa 
correspondent of March 28th contradicts 
the statement as follows: “The latest in- 
vention of the liberals, that the government 
intends to press the remedial biti to a third 
reading, even ifa satisfactory rettlement is 
reached, is absolutely without foundation.” 
The correspondent then goes on to say what 
would be asatisfactory settlement : ‘Herein 
lies the solution of the problem that has so 
long been troubling ovr statesmen. An 
amendment to the vrovincial school law 
giving Catholics their own religious instruc- 
tion in schcols organized by them under 
the school law, a part of the public school 
system, with all its safeguards as to effi- 
ciency and its text book, just as the Catho- 
lics enjoy by practice in Nova Scotia, 
appears to be the arrangement suggested by 
Mr. Ouimet. If this is satisfactory to the 
minority, as his statement would seem to 
indicate, the Manitoba legislature may crys- 
tallize the idea in the legislature when it 
meets again on the 16th, leaving parliament 
free to deal with other matters of greater 
importance to the country asa whole. The 
correspondent apologizes for the nature of 
the remedial bill by saying: ‘‘ The only way 
that parliament could confer this privilege 
on the Catholics was by giving them a 
separate board of education.”j The Ottawa 
correspondent of the Free Press indicates 
the same policy on the part of the govern- 
ment as thet mentioned by the Mail- 
Empire.

80 
far they have been reasonable iv their op- 
position, and cannot be justly charged with 
undue obstruction.”

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SOUTH AFRICA AGAIN. 


A rising of the natives in Matabeie land 
took place about March 23rd, and settlers 
are taking refuge in the towns. It is sup- 

osed that about fifty white settlers have 
en killed already. A detachment 
of mounted police hada sharp engagement 
with [the natives near Buluwayoon March 
26th and were compelled to retire after los- 
ing several men killed. A smsll body of 
volurteers sent out to protect settlers was 
compelled te entrench about 25 miles from 
Buluwayo. Volunteers7are ‘being evrolled 
and mounted police and military are bein 
rushed forward. The opinion is express 
in Cape town that ,‘‘ the outbreak in 
Matabeleland is one of the outcomes of the 
Jameson raid, and the defeat inflicted by 
the Boers upon the British. The news has 
spread far and wide and is greatly exag- 
gerated, and coupled with the arming of 
the Boers of the Transvaal and Orange Free 
State, and the exodus of Boers from other 
rts of South Africa into the two républics, 
as excited the natives who are being led to 
believe the British are to be driven out of 
South Africa. The Transvaal and Orange 
Free State are making common cause against 
Great Britain, in which ‘hey are being 
secretly encouraged by German agents,who, 
for some time past have been actively in- 
triguing against everything Britisk. No- 
body here believes President Kruger will 
ever go to Engiand, and close. observers of 
the situation hf not hesitate to express the 
opinion that the British government will 
soon have a nasty war on its hands. The 
Boers are daily becoming more and more 
defiant, and the question of demandiag a 
large indemnity from Great Britain as a re- 
sult of the Jameson raid is openly discussed, 
and the Boers say inthe event of the re- 
fusal of Great Britain to pay the amount re- 
quired, the property of the Uitlanders who 
took part in the demonstration against the 
government of the Transvaal will be con- 
fiscated,

GENERAL NEWS. 


A strong creamery company is being 
formed in Regina. 


The Medizine Hat News favors the 
candidature of Thos. Stone for Sovthern 
Alberta, should the division be meade. The 
division would put Medicine Hat in 
Southern Alberta. 


Winnipeg Tribune : ‘‘Despite the fact that 
the Northwest has members of its own, it 
was left to Mr. Martin to introduce a bill to 
secure to the electors their franchise. Davin, 
McDowall. etc., are great on the spout, 
but their line is not work.” 

The public debt in Canada in 1878 was 
$140,000,000, and in 1895 it had grown to 
$250,000,000. The expenditure in 1878 was 
$23,500,000, and in 1894 it was $37,000,000. 
Under extravagant rule the public expendi- 
ture has increased $14,000,000, and the pub- 
lic debt by $110,000,000. 

The Calgary Herald saya: ‘‘With the 
opposition they are likely to have it is essen- 
tial that the Conservatives should work in 
harmony, and if more than one Conservative 
candidate runs, victory is certain for the 
opposition. For ihis reason prospective 
Conservative candidates should be wary of 
support offered by Liberals.” The Herald 
opposes Stone as the conserrative candidate 
and supports Cochrane, 

Free Press Ottawa despatch March 27: 
The bill creating a new Dominion electoral 
division in the Northwest, divides Alberta 
in two, the lines running east and west be- 
tween townships 34 and 35. The eastern 
boundary of Southern Aiberta is placed at 
the 4th meridian cutting considerable off 
Western Assiniboia. In order to equalize 
the population the line dividing eastern and 
western Assiniboia has been removed to 
between ranges § and 9 near Summerberry. 
This will still leave 3,000 more people in 
eastern than western Assiniboia. The bill 
also creates a new court district. If the bill 
passes the houses, Thos. McKay, of Prince 
Albert, will be called to the senate to fill 
the aew senatcrial seat created by the mea- 
sure. 

Zotique Clement, a French farmer of St. 
Jean Baptiste, Manitoba, writes to La Pa- 
trie, ‘‘If the remedial bill is adopted with- 
out a grant, it is certain the farmers would 
rather accept the public schools and I know 
their opinion on the subject. The reason is 
we are not able to support schools without 
government aid, simply because we are too 
poor. Very often we see a school formed 
from eight or 10 families and the school 
mistress will cost $200 to $300 a year. On 
the other hand there are ratepayers whose 
children are not old enough to go to school 
and these propose notifying the secretary of 
the municipality that they wish to pay their 
taxes to the public schools. If Beausolei! 
had consulted us he would not have said the 
remedial bill was satisfactory tothe minori- 
ty. The farmers are not satisfied and rather 
than have such a law they prefer nothing.” 

The enly conservative member of pariia- 
ment out of Ontario who opposed the second 
reading of the remedial bill,was Dr. Weldon, 
of Albert, N. B. Hesaid: The minister of 
finance had applied to himself and those who 
thought with him the term bolters, the word 
which had been used by the newspaper 
which was such a poor spokesman of the 
conservative party. Mr. Foster probably 
meant to apply the term to his colleagues. 
The minister of railways had said that they 
were soreheads. He did net think it was 
necessary to answer that taunt. He would 
revise the statement that he made last 
session, that the question was one of import- 
ance, but not of colossal importance, and 
gay, in view of recent upheavals, that it wes 
one of colossal magnitude. An explosion 
occurred last summer, in which three French 
ministers went up into the air, One went 
back to the practice of his profession as a 
barrister in: Montreal, and two of chem came 
vertically down and fell through the very 
hole from which they had been shot. In 
January last a tremendous earthquake oc- 
curred. Seven ministers were thirteen days 
going up and coming down again. The 
fallen angels had only taken nine days for 
their memorable descent, while the minis- 
ters were engaged thirteen days in going up 
and coming down, six of them, tumbling 
down head over heels, fell into the crater, 
and, more’s the pity, found an aged states. 
man who had come over to talk fast Atlan- 
tic steamships to the Premier, innocently 
standing at the mouth of the crater, and 
they pulled him down through the hole. He 
turned up in the Cabinet as secretary of 
state.- To Mr. Dickey he awarded the palm 
over the head of Mr. Foster az having made 
the most effective speech on the government 
side of the question, The speech of Mr. 
Foster he said was not founded on iaw, his- 
tory or fact, and, that being so, hie argu- 
ment fell to the ground, 
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An immense flow of cil hau been struck at

The Regina Leader in its issue of March 
17th, published several articles justifying 
Mr. Davin M. P. for West Assiniboia, for 
his expected vote against the remedial bill. 
But Mr.-Davin voted for the bill, and the 
Leader in the last issue of March 26th says : 
The Leader had hoped to make for Mr. 
Davin iu the coming conflict a winning fight. 
We had assured ourselves that his brilliance 
as an orator, aud the previously undeubted 
fact that whatever his shortcomings, he had 
ever the cause of the West first at heart, 
made him a representative that it would be 
impossible toimprove upon with the material 
at hand. We may ourselves get ‘‘néw 
light” on the question, but at this juncture it 
seems to us that Mr. Davin has cut the 
ground from beneath his own and our feet. 
He is now for remediai legislation; we are 
still against remedial legislation. There 
the case rests. 


Free Press Ottawa despatch of March 25: 
Speaking with your cerrespondent to-night 
regarding the possibilities of the Winnipeg 
conference resulting in a settlement of the 
Manitoba school case, Hon. J. A. Ouimet, 
who is regarded as a very warm advocate of 
the Catholic minority in this case in the 
house of commons, said: ‘‘{ wish the bill 
passed and placed on the statute book as a 
consecration of the rights of the minority. 
I am sure the bill once passed would pave 
an easy way for a compromise between the 
Catholic minerity and the Manitoba govern- 
ment. The Catholics would probably avail 
themselves of met? eer os clause and pay 
their taxes towards, and send their chi.aren 
to the public schools if they could only have 
their own teachers afid text books, so as to 
insure for their children teaching in confor- 
mity with their own creed and belief.” 


The Medicine Hat News objects to the 
proposal to throw part of the Cypress Hills 
ranching region with Southern Alberta and 
leaving the remainder in Western Assiniboia. 
It says ‘“‘We think thatthe district of 
Southern Alberta should include all the 
Cypress Hills country and not only a portion 
of it. In other words, if there is any bene- 
fit to be derived from the entire ranching 
country of Western Canada being brought 
into closefrelationship and enjoying a proper 
representation of their united and similar 
interests, then do we bespeak for Maple 
Creek her share of any benefits that may 
come with the pro change, knowing 
that her interests are altogether in ranching, 
and provided of course that the “Maple 
Creek people are favorable to a benefi- 
cial change.” The News’ arguments 
would apply to the question of provincial 
autonomy as well as to that of electoral 
districts.
